that Tsuji has vrltten several other war artldes in the last five yea^s 
a © ve ral of them picked up by Communlat Journals "to promote an antl- 
Amerloan movement«" The SPO lø aald to have a oase agalnat hlm under 
the terms of Imperial Ordlnanoe No 1, the ordlnanoe pr ohib I ting 
purgees from engaglng in polltloal aotlvltleø« But it is apparently
